Senator vows intense 
birth controi fight 

MCT 

WASHINGTON White House Chief of Staff Jack 
Lew said Sunday that President Obama had 
found the “right balance” in mandating birth 
control coverage while protecting religious 
liberty and he said the administration would 
now press ahead to adopt a final rule requiring 
health insurers to make contraceptives avail- 
able to all policyholders at no cost. 

This is “the right policy” and a “very good 
resolution” of the dispute between Catholic 
leaders and the White House, Lew said in a se- 
ries of appearances on the Sunday talk shows. 


“We didn’t expect there would be universal 
acceptance” of the compromise announced 
Friday but a “broad range of groups” had ap- 
plauded Obama’s plan, he said. 

After complaints that the administration 
was infringing on religious freedom, Obama 
announced that no religious institution that 
objects to birth control would have to provide 
it or pay for it. Instead, the institution’s insurer 
will be obliged to offer contraceptive coverage 
at no cost to employees who want it. 

“This is not going to cost the insurance com- 
panies,” Lew said on ABC’s “This Week,” be- 
cause birth control reduces costs over the long 
term. 

Catholic bishops have said they would con- 
tinue to fight the administration’s plan because 


they oppose the mandate to provide contra- 
ceptives, even if religiously affiliated organiza- 
tions do not have to pay for them. 

Senate Minority Leader Mitch McConnell 
(R-Ky), said he too would continue to fight the 
administration over contraceptives. He said he 
would press legislation that would exempt all 
employers from providing insurance coverage 
if they have religious or moral objections. 

“We’ll be voting on that in the Senate, and 
you can anticipate that would happen as soon 
as possible. ... This issue will not go away until 
the administration simply backs down,” Mc- 
Connell said on CBS’ “Face the Nation.” “This 
is what happens when the government tries to 
take over health care and tries to interfere with 
your religious beliefs.”

Catholic leaders 
dismiss Obama’s 
poiicy change

WASHINGTON Catholic bishops say 
they remain opposed to President 
Obama’s plan to require insurers to 
provide free birth control, even if 
religiously affiliated employers such 
as Catholic hospitals and universi- 
ties aren’t forced to pay for it. 

“The only complete solution to 
this religious liberty problem is for 
HHS {Department of Health and 
Human Services] to rescind the 
mandate of these objectionable 
services,” the U.S. Conference of 
Catholic Bishops said. 

The statement, issued late Fri- 
day, makes clear that the bishops’ 
opposition goes weU beyond the 
“religious freedom” dispute that 
had riled Washington for the past 
month. The government’s decision 
to guarantee women access to con- 
traceptives “remains a grave moral 
concern,” they said. 

On Friday morning, Obama had 
called New Yoik Archbishop Timo- 
thy Dolan to tell him of the revised 
rule. Initially Dolan described the 
move as a “first step in the right di- 
rection.” 

But in the later statement, the 
bishops said they will continue to 
object because of Obama’s decision 
“to retain HHS’s nationwide man- 
date of insurance coverage of steril- 
ization and contraception.” 

“We will continue— with no less 
vigor, no less sense of urgency— 
our efforts to correct this problem 
through the other two branches of 
government,” they said.

Man killed In bus-car collision

A 31-year-old man was killed in a head-on 
crash involving a CT'A bus Sunday morning in 
Englewood. 

Simeon Allen of the first block of 
62nd Street was pronounced dead at Stroger 
Hospital^ according to a spokesman for the 
Cook County medical examiner’s office. 

The accident happened shortly before 
8 a.m. in the 6700 block of South Halsted 
Street, police said. Tt involved a CTA bus and 
another vehicle, accordingto fire media infor- 


mation. 

ITic No. 8 Halsted Street bus was south- 
bound when a northbound vehicle crossed 
over to the bus lane striking the bus, said 
T.ambrini T.ukidis, a CTA spokeswoman. 

The bus was carrying 10 passengers, but 
none of them were injured, she said. All pas- 
sengers refused treatment at the scene, offi- 
cials said. 

The fire department said two men in the 
vehicle were injured and taken to Stroger 
Hospital, where one was pronounced dead. 


The other man was listed in serious-to-critical 
condition, but his condition had stabilized, 
according to fire media information. 

An officer at the scene said the passenger, 
later identified as Allen, had died from his in- 
juries. 

William Devine, a man who lives near the 
scene, said he was walking westbound on 
Marquette Road near Halsted Street when 
he saw a car heading northbound. The car 
appeared to be turning into a restaurant but 
instead crashed head-on with the CTA bus, 


he said. 

“I said Lord have mercy, this man ran into 
the bus,” Devine said. “I was shocked.” 

Devine added the bus driver and the bus 
passengers looked just as stunned. 

A Tribune photographer at the scene de- 
scribed the vehicle as a Ford Taurus and said 
the car sustained heavy front-end damage. 
Both air bags were deployed, she said. 

The driver of the car was cited for driving 
too fast for conditions, poHce News Affairs 
Officer Veejay Zala said.

Mourners honor boys 
killed in house explosion 


D TACOMA, Wash. More than i,ooo mourners flocked 
to a memorial service in Washington state Saturday 
for two young boys killed when their father burned their 
house to the ground with himself and his sons inside. 

The Feb. 5 murder-suicide, which claimed the lives of 
Josh Powell and his sons, Charles, 7, and Braden, 5, capped 
a grim family saga that began over two years ago with the 
disappearance of the boys’ mother, Susan, under suspicious 
circumstances in Utah. 

The boys, who were at the center of a bitter custody fight 
between Powell and his wife’s parents, died after their fa- 
ther set off a fiery explosion that consumed his house as a 
social worker, locked outside, watched in horror. 

Medical examiners later said the two brothers, killed dur- 
ing what was to have been a supervised visit with Powell, had 
suffered chop wounds from hatchet blows inflicted by their 
father moments before all three died of smoke inhalation. 

At the memorial service, the maternal grandparents of 
the boys. Chuck and Judy Cox, sat in the front row of pews 
as a children’s choir sang ‘Amazing Grace” and the memo- 
rial service began, with images of the boys smiling and play- 
ing with family shown on a large screen. 

“Throughout this trial we have been enduring for the past

Other artists to show 
their support included Rihanna, Stevie Wonder 
and Bruno Mars (who really showed his humility 
by performing under a giant marquee with his 
name on it). 

Outside the world of Whitney the main event 
was Adele’s highly anticipated first performance 
since vocal cord surgery in November, and the 
British singer sounded like an off-key thin shadow 
of her former self No, not really Adele electrified 
with a gorgeous, full-band performance of “Roll- 
ing in the Deep” that served as a great showcase 
for the night’s most-awarded star. On some level, 
it seems fitting that a show in honor of Houston 
would so prominently feature Adele, another 


singer with a stop-you-in-your-t racks voice. 

Still, that only made the less-lovely moments 
stand out more, from Chris Brown’s perfor- 
mances that incensed angry Twitter users to 
Katy Perry and some sort of blue mop on her 
head singing a song that rhymes “me” with “me.” 
(Needless to say, her wobbly vocals don’t even 
belong in the same paragraph as mentions of 
Houston.) 

Other lowlights included Maroon 5 and Foster 
the People joining the Beach Boys for unknown 
reasons, and a supposed Don Cornelius tribute 
that jumped confusi ngly from Chris Brown and 
Lil Wayne to Foo Fighters to Deadmau^. Also 
disappointing was Jack Black mispronouncing 
Bon Iver and a Rihanna dance number that transi- 
tioned awkwardly into Chris Martin, his acoustic 


guitar and Ri-Ri doing “Princess of China.” Last 
but not least, Nicki Minaj freaked out a priest, 
cut to a video of herself as a demon and eventually 
exercised a flow that deserves more screen time 
than her exorcism. 

Oh, right, there were some awards given out 
too. In a nutshell: Foo Fighters won every rock 
award, Kanye won all rap awards, Bon Tver won 
best new artist (hooray!) and Chris Brown won 
for best R&B album. His short acceptance speech 
suggested he expected to be hit with a tomato if 
he didn’t get off the stage pronto. 

It’s outrageous for Brown to have been on stage 
at all, much less three times.

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How to put a Stop to 
streaks on stemware

So you had friends over for wine and conversation. And now? Your friends have split and you 
have a dozen wine glasses, greasy plates, forks and a problem: Do you stick everything in the 
dishwasher and hope the stemware survives? Or do you wash the glasses by hand, as the pros 
suggest? 

Ray Foley author of “Bartending for Dummies,” says hot water— just hot water, no soap— is 
the way to go. His tips: 


D Handle glasses one at a time. First, 
check the rim. “Lipstick is the big- 
gest problem,” Foley says, but there might be 
smudges from lips that have just eaten greasy 
foods. Wipe the wine glass around the rim with 
a paper towel. 

D Wash the glass in hot water, as hot as 
you can handle; wearing rubber gloves 
will allow you to use very hot water. If there 
was a lipstick stain or food smudge, re-wipe the 
rim with a paper towel. 


Rinse well with cold water. 

D Set glass upside down on a drainer and 
allow to air dry. Don’t use a cloth to dry 
glasses, Foley says: “You’ll leave some lint on 
the glass.” 

D Feel uneasy without soap? “If you want 
to, [use] just a pinch of the soap,” Foley 
says, adding this cautionary note: “Then you’ve 
really got to rinse them really well in cold water 
and let them drain.” 


Heads up: Whether it’s a mug or tall pilsner, Foley says, “never use soap with beer glasses. 
Sometimes it leaves a very light film so when you put the beer in, the beer will go flat.”

Rockin’ voice shines 
in the Darkness

^s, frontman Justin Hawkins did a spread- 
eagle handstand during the Darkness’ sold- 
out show Saturday at Metro. 

^s, he climbed up on the speakers and 
dove into the crowd, like a rock god unfrozen 
from 30 years ago. 

^t anyone who saw the English glam- 
rockers as a joke needed only to hear 
Hawkins belt out “Holding My Own” alone 
with his guitar to hear that Hawkins’ voice 
is the truth, and so is the band. This group, 
largely dormant in the years since 2005’s 
“One Way Ticket to Hell ... and Back” failed 
to replicate the success of 2003’s “Permission 
to Land,” has returned with every possible 
fire still burning, affectionately bowing to 
late ’yos/mid-’Sos rock excess without mak- 
ing a mockery out of it. 

Straddling every song from “Permission” to 
a limited sampling of “Ticket” to more songs 
from an untitled, approaching third album 
without a release date, the Darkness proved 
cohesion never goes out of style in a perfor- 


mance that provided no reason to wonder if 
Hawkins’ previous drug problems remained a 
problem. (Google “Justin Hawkins Cocaine” 
for more info.) The band deserves a lot of 
credit for injecting energy into both blazing 
howlers and soaring ballads, with “Is It Just 
Me?” “Stuck in a Rut” and, of course, “I 
Believe in a Thing Called Love” reaching 
special peaks of falsetto awesomeness. Not 
once did Hawkins’ vocals suggest, “Oh, he’s 
better in the studio.” The guy freaking wails, 
and he’s a showman like the rock world rarely 
sees anymore. 

High-pitched Eric Sean Nally of openers 
Loxy Shazam also knows how to hold a crowd 
in his hands, even if the Cincinnati group more 
often inspires words like “goofy” and “ridicu- 
lous” compared with the Darkness’ seemingly 
effortless, badass commitment to fun. 

Quite simply, Saturday night at the Metro 
was classic and over-the-top in all the right 
ways, not the least bit hip and 100 percent 
bitchin’. Thanks to the Darkness, the W is 
back in rawk.
